Married Life con- 
cluded, in which Buckstone made his appearance as Mr. Henry 
Dove ; he was received with loud applause. A new Farce by 
Buckstone is in active preparation. 

Mrs. Fitzwilliam in America.—Mrs. FitZwilliam’s brilliant 
engagement at our Theatre closes with her Benefit to-night. We 
are loth to lose this lady, but since it must be, we recommend her 
to the warmest welcome of the good people of Savannah. That 
the house will be well! filled to-night is but a fair augury from the 
attractions of the bills, and the well merited and universal admira- 
tion with which the lady is regarded. It would be indeed a shame 
if those whom she has cured of a thousand sicknesses of heart, and 
melancholies of head, should fail to make this last and most reason- 
able retura of thanks at partiog. Mrs. Fitzwilliam, ‘* take her for 
all io all,” bas merits that place ker beyond comparison with any 
other comic performer on our stage. Certaioly io not less than three 
distinct departments she may justly claim a firstrank. As amere 
comic actress, her personation is marked by that unconscious and 
absorbing presence of the character represented,which distinguishes 
her playing {rom mimicry. Her reading is jast, ber voice and 
action full of soul and sincerity, and an admirable fitness reigns in 
all the adjuncts and trappings of the character she is representing. 
Her power as a mimic is quite as remarkable ; in proof of which 
we need only refer to theFarces of Widow Wiggins, and Foreign 
Airs and Native Graces, in which she calls up shape after shape 
with the ease and quickoess of an enchantress, and runs through a 
circle of curiously distinct specimens of human absurdity, seemingly 
as endless as it is diversified and amusing. As a musician Mrs.Fiuz- 
william has still a higher merit. Not only does she touch with 
surpassing skill avariety of instruments, but her voice and execution 
as a vocalist, are of the very richest and best. In serious pieces 
her voice has a fulness, sweetness, and melody, that gives all its 
power to sentiment ; in comic, there is an overflowing joyousness, 
aD infectious drollery that fills the very sir with mirth, while in the 
satiric, there peers up every now and then, by surprise, the most 
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queer aod grotesque shadows of ridicule, and a subile and spright- 
like mockery fiits through the tone of her voice, so droll a bur- 
lesque, and yet so unexsggerated a copy of the thing ridiculed, 
that while you enjoy all the richoess of the satire, you are quite 
ata loss to know why you did not laugh just as heartily at the 
grave original. These distinct and most remarkable talents are 
blended ioto a harmony that gives to Mrs.Fitzwilliam’s performances 
all the diversity and unending novelty of many performers in con- 
cert, all the symmetry, grace, and effect of a single powerful en- 
chantmeot—a puZzle of talents, each rare aod beautifal, and all 
nicely and separately combined into a whole still more rare and |
